Since November, 1939, the British Government has purchased under contract the exportable surplus of Australian 
butter. The contract price for choicest was 137s. 2}d. per cwt. f.o.b. Australian ports to July, 1942, and 142s. rod, since 
that date. The wholesale price for local consumption was fixed at 158s. 8d. per cwt. on 8th June, 1938, and increased 
to 166s. 10d. on 6th March, 1942.
